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CHINA ABOLISHES 
HUMAN SLAVERY 


Royal Rescript Forbids Purchase of 
Human Beings—Princes’ Re- 
tainers Remain Slaves. 


Waphington, May 11—The Chinese 
government, by imperial reseript, has 
abolished slavery th ut the 
empire and has prohibited henceforth 
the purchase and sale of human be- 
ings under any pretext. The reform, 
however, is not altogether compleic, 
as by the rescript certain forms of 
slavery will still be tolerated. In a 
report made to the state department 
it 1s said that the retainers of Manchu 
Princes are not emancipated, but it 
is forbidden to call them slaves. They 
have long enjoyed educational and 
other privileges, although still bound 
to their hereditary masters. The 
household slaves of the Manchus also 
will not get emancipation, but their 
status under the law is improved. 

They are to be regarded as hired 
servants, but their services are due 
for an unlimited term of years, so that 
they are in reality perpetual slaves. 

Under this rescript the immoral 
practice of selling children in China 
in times of famine has been abolished, 
although they may be bound for a 
specified period, not to reach beyond 
the age of 26 years. Concubinage is 
still to be permitted, but there is to 
be no bargain and sale. Concubines 
are to be married with proper legal 
formality and they will enjoy the pre- 
tection of the law, but in reality they 
will be no better than perpetual slaves 
to the principal wife. The rescript 
is said to be a compromise measure, 
but it will eventually give freedom to 
millions of human beings, and it is 
believed to mark a distinct advance in 
civilization.

WATCHING ANARCHISTS. 


Measures Taken to Protect the Royal 
Guests at King Edward's Funeral. 


Iondon, May 11—Under the direct 
supervision of King George V. the 
machinery of the secret police was to- 
day set in motion against an anar- 
chist outbreak in the days of the last 
rites of the late Edward VII. Not for 
himself the ‘Sailor King’ fears, but 
for the throng of royalty that will be 
in London for the serviees. He is 
determined there shall be no danger 
for the visiting sovereigns, at least 
seven of whom will come from the 
continent. Seoret service police of 
every European nation have already 
been called upon for aid, the dragnet 
being drawn from one end 0; the con- 
tinent to the other. Every known 
anarchist is under surveillance. With 
Private Secretary Sir Arthur Biggs, the 
new ruler discussed the situation 
frankly and thoroughly. Si Arthur 
took the matter up with the heads of 
the Scotiand yard foree, informing 
them to the King’s wishes.

CLAUSE IN OATH 


Notified Cabinet That He Objects to 
Making Declaration Regarding 
Transubstaatiation. 


London, May 11.—King George has 
created a sensation by notifying his 
ministers that he has decided objec- 
tions to reciting the declaration which 
he will have to make for the first 
time, when he meets parliament, be- 


cause of its offensive reference to 
Catholic beliefs. The following is 
the part of the declaration that he 


is averse to making: “I do solemnly 
and sincerely, in the presence of God, 
profess, testify and declare, that I do 
believe that, in the sacrament of the 
Lord’s supper, there is not any tran- 
substantiation of bread and wine into 
the body and blood of Christ, at or 
after consecration thereof by any per- 
son, and that the invocation of the 
Virgin Mary or any other Saint and 
the sacrifice of the mass as now used 
in the Church of Rome are supersti- 
tious and idolatrous, and I do solemn- 
ly, in the presence of God, profess, 
testify and declare, that I do make 
this declaration and every part there- 
of, in the plain ordinary sense of the 
words as commonly understood by 
Engilsh Protestants, without any eva- 
sion or mental reservation whatever 
and without dispensation already 
granted me for this purpose by the 
Pope or any other authority or person 


whatsoever.” j 
When the King appeared at the 
Privy Council yesterday he had to 


make another declaration of the same 
tendency but much less drastic in its 
terms, and he informed the privy 
councillors, to their amazement, that 
he signed it with reluctance as dero- 
gatory to himself and his Catholic 
subjects. The Irish party has been 
agitating for years to get these de- 
clarations purged of their allusions to 
Catholic beliefs and the Pope, but al- 
though the sense of the leaders and all 
the bulk of the parties was favorable 
to their elimination, a small section 
of Orange ultra-Protestants in ‘both 
Houses has hitherto been able to pre- 


“vent the passage of an amending act. 


Message From the King. 

London, May 1—The Master of 
Elibank, the chief Liberal whip and 
comptroller of His “Majesty’s house- 
hold, announced in the House of 
Commons this afternoon that the pre- 
mier would bring a message from King | 
George in regard to the death of his | 
father, Edward VII., and that the 
prime minister would move an ad- | 
dress in reply. The Master of Elibank

business. 

What the Message Was. 

King George’s message to the Com- 
mons, delivered through the premier, 
was read today by the deputy speaker. 
The message’ iollows :— 

“The King knows that the House 
of Commons shares profound and deep 
sorrow which has befallen His Ma- 
jesty ‘by the death of His Majesty's 
late King and that the House enter: 
tains a true sense of the loss which | 
His Majesty and the state have sus-| 
tained in this mournful event. King 
Edward’s care for the welfare of the 
people, his skill and prudent guid- 
ance of affairs, his unwearying devo- 
tion to public duty during his illus- 
trious reign, his simplicity and cour- 
age in pain and danger, will long be 
held in honor by his subjects at home 
and beyonds the seas.”’ 

In the Commons the premier moved 
that an humble address be presented 
His Majesty, assuring the heartfelt 
sympathy of the House, and reading : 

“We shall ever remember with 
grateful affection the zeal and uccess 
wherewith our late sovereign labored 
to consolidate the peace of the world 
and to aid in every emleavor by al- 
leviation of human suffering and to 
unite in justice and freedoni all ranks 
and classes of his subjects.” 

Russian Royal Family Arrives. 

Londen, May 11—-The Dowager Em- 
press of Russia, sister to Queen Alexe 
ander, arrived in London today, ac- 
companied by Grand Duke Alexandro 
vitech. They were met by King George 
and Queen May. The arrival of the 
Russian royalties and their passing 
through London was in sombre splen- 
dor that added to the general mourn- 
ing in the city.

This society expells the pre 
fessional loafers, forbics begging, 
prevents overlapping, finds shelter 
for the really poor, work too and 
food. It has a professional lady 
officer who visits the hospitals, the 
prisons, the home of sorrow and sick- 
ness; she is known as Sister Flor- 


ence, The male and chief officer is 
Inspector Tho. Turnbull. Mr. Edi- 
tor. isn’t this a wonderful provision 
for any city to possess? If there 


is a homeless or foodless person it is 
their own fault. The society, I am 
informed, sent 2000 articles of cloth- 
ing out to ill-clad immigrants, seme 
who took up homesteads many miles 
away from the city, some who came 
and who knew little or no English 
and were in a pitiable plight.

TISTICS OF FOREST 
DUCTS OF CANADA 


Bulletin ivsued by Forestry Branch 
ef Department of Interior Relat: 
ing to the Production and Con- 
sumption of Forest Products of 
the Dominion.

_ “Forest Products of Cenada, 1908,” 
is the title of the latest bulletin is- 
sued by the forestry branch of the 
Department of the Interior. It com- 
prises the resuit of the first year’s 
work of the Dominion: forest service 
in the compilation of statistics relat- 
ing to the production and consump: 
tion of the forest products of the Do- 
minion, Messrs. H. R. MacMillan 
and G, A. Gutches are the compilers 
of the figures, 

This work wes undertaken by the 
fotestry branch with the object of 
meeting a long-felt want as to reliable 
statistics relating to the use of wood 
in Canada, more frequent than the 
census figures, whith are published 
every ten years. 

The returns do not profess to be 
complete, but are thought to be rea- 
sonably accurate, and at any rate give 
a fairly exact idea of the quantities 
and values of material and products 
in the different lines. 

The work was new, both to the 
manufacturers and to the officials of 
the branch, but in future years, as 
it continues, it is hoped to have much 
more complete and reliable returns. 
Copies of the bulletin may be ob- 
tained gratis by applying to the 
Superintendent of Forestry, Ottawa. 

Value of Production. 


The total value of the ‘production 
of lumber, lath, shingles, cross-ties, 
poles and pulpwood during the year 
was $67,425,044. 

The production of sawn’ lumber is 
showg,by the figures to be im. the

Its nearest competitor is Quebec, 
which produced 406,440,000, valued at 
$849,787, and then follow, in their 
order, Ontario, with a production of 
223,533,000, valued at $461,155; New 
Brunswick, 109,913,000, worth $325,- 
865; Nova Scotia, making 33,141,000, 
valued at $69,370; Manitoba, turning 
out 1,125,000, worth $3,150, and Sask- 


atchewan, which produces 592,000, 
valued at $1,363. 

The ‘total production for the Do- 
minion was 1,499,396,000 shingles, 
the aggregate value of which was 
$3,101,096. 

Production of Laths. 
In the manufacture of laths On- 


tario takes first place with $263,241,000 
to her credit, valued at $612,866. 
Little more than half that number, 
viz., 138,991,000, is made by her near- 
est competitor, New Brunswick, the 
value,of whose product is $236,088. 
Quebec made 92,914,000 laths, worth 
$189,076; British Columbia 86,862,000, 
worth $208,255; Nova Seotia, 62,688,- 
000, worth $156,893; Saskatchewan 
18,477,000, valued at $40,173; Manito- 
ba, 7,370,000. at a value of $10,200 
and Alberta 1,069,000, worth $3,584; 

The ‘total number of laths manu- 
factured was 671,562,000, of the val- 
ue Of $1,487,125. 

Railway Ties. 

During the year the railways pur- 
‘chased 13,978,416 cross-ties for which 
they paid $5,281,685. Of these the 
gteam~ railways “(47-in umber and | 
Having a total of 25,772 miles of 
track) bought 13,738,167, paying there- 
fore $5,180,674, and the electric roads 
(numbering 32 and having 818 miles of 
track) purchased 240,259 ties costing 
$92,011. Cedar (including under this 
term both the eastern and the west- 
ern cedars )is easily the favorite wood 
for ties, twice as many ties being 
of this species as of any other, while 
hemlock and tamarack in about equal 
numbers take next place. 

Reports as to the poles purchased 
were received from 46 telegraph and 
telephone companies 151 electric light, 
power and railway companies and 19 
steam railways owning their pole 
lines, These represent 66,544 miles of 
line, supported by 2,43,245 poles. These | 
companies bought a total of 185,807 
poles, paying for these ,at the point 
of purchase, $284,549, Of these 185,- 
807 polvs 162.21 were of cedar, other 
woeds used being tamarack, spruce 
and Douglas fir.

Time Too Short. 

Mr. Fraser's limited time in which to 
gather a book of information which he 
will submit te the board in a report to 
be presented at a special meeting, which 
probably will be held this week, made 
it necessary for him to devote his atten- 
tion to the larger centres, As to the 
methods employed inducing industrial 
expansion in the smaller cities, he se- 
cured his information on this from in- 
dustrial commissioners of various fail- 
ways whose lines serve the points he 
would have visited had he had more 
time. 

In the big cities he saw the prominent 
business men and the chambers of com- 
merece, The purposs of his visit to Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, was to see Prof, Orton, of 
Ohio university, the noted clay expert 
from whom he secured information deal- 
ing with the clay industry, which it is 
contended can be developed on an enorm- 
ous scale in this part of the province, 

“T may tell you,” said Mr. Fraser, 
“that in my opinion this city is wholly 
justified in prosecuting a vigorous cam- 
pagn for industries,, 

“It may be interesting too, to know 
that the people-who imagine that immi- 
gration must come to the West, because 
there is no other ope ning, are as far at 
sea in this idea as one pole is distant 
from the other, 

“AW through Washington, Idaho and 
Oregon intensely active colonization cam. 
Paigns are being conducted by the vari- 
ous railways, and in ¢he older States and 
provinces, a great campaign has been 
inaugurated of educating the farmers in 
the matter of conservation of their 
Jand's fertility. Old and abandoned 
farms are being taken up ,and the life 
of the farmer in the east made decidedly 
attractive, There is nothing for us to 
do but keep pegging away.”

Case in Which 8S. Hy Smith, Official 
Arsignee Brought Action nst 
Stoney Plain Merchant's Wife for 
Transter of Property to Wm. Sug- 
arman, of Edmonton. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 10-<In the Sup- 
reme court today the case of Smith 
vs. Sugarman and Willie was heard. 
W 8. Willie, a merchant at Stoney 
Plain, Alberta, transferred to his wife 
certain property held under an agree- 
ment for sale upon compliance with 
specified conditions as to future pay- 
ments being made on fixed dates, and 
she then transferred it to the respond- 
ent, Wm. Sugarman, the appellant. 
The official assignee of the Edmonton 
district brought action to have the 
conveyance set aside as being in 
fraud of the creditors as Willie was 
in insolvent circumstances at the time 
they were made. 

Mr, Justice Beck at the trial declar- 
ed the conveyances void but this de- 
cision was reversed and the action dis- 
missed by the judgment of the Sup-

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FIRE INSURANCE. ' 
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BOARD TO MEET 
HON. MR. OLIVER 


Minister to Be Consulted in Refer- 
ence to Negro Immigration to 
Edmonton District 


When Hon, Frank Oliver visits Bd- 
monton in June next he will be asked 
to meet the council of the board of trade 
or the entire body in a special meeting 
to discuss the question of negro immigra- 
tion into the Edmonton district. This 
matter has been considered for some 
time and the Edmonton board of trade + 
endeavoring to enlist the assistance of 
other boards. 

At the regular monthly meeting hed 
yesterday afternoon in the board rooms 
President McGeorge stated that he under- 
stood Hon. Mr. Oliver will be pass ng 
through Edmonton in June on his way 
to the Peace River where he is to make 
& trip and it was at the President's sug- 
gestion that a meeting is to be arranged 
to discuss the question. 

There was licile business of importance 
at the meeting. Most of the time being 
taken up in a consideration of the cor- 
respondence. There was a fairly large at- 
tendance, 

Railway to Northwest. 

The correspondence passing between the 
board and Hon, Mr. Oliver with refer- 
ence to building a railway line by the G. 
T. P. to the northwest of Edmonton was 
read, The Minister of the Interior stat- 
ed that he did not think it probable that 
the G.T.P. would be able to undertake 
this work this season in. view of their 
efforts to get their transcontinental bine 
completed. The communications were 
filed. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Hon. Mr, Oli- 
ver acknowledged receipt of the resoluticn 
with reference to negro immigration into 
the Edmonton district, The resolution 
was also forward to a number of boards 
of trade throughout the west and endors 
ed by several. Winnipeg did not tak» 
any action as they had no information 
on the question 

A Delegate in London. 

Some time ago it was decided that the 
Edmonton board would not be represent- 
ed at the International Chambers of 
Commerce Convention in London, Eng- 
Jand. Later, however, it was learned that 
Theodore Revillon was to attend and he 
was given credentials by the coun‘i!. 
Their action was endorsed by the meet- 
ing. 

The resolution addressed to Charles M. 
Hayes, president of the G.T.P., with re- 
ference to the inadequate service being 
given was read but as no answer has yet 
been received it was allowed to stand 
over for the present. 

Hon, Frank Oliver wrote that he would 
at once take up the protest of the board 
against the removal of the customs ex- 
press from the post office to a site n 
Fraser avenue opposite the St. Elmo 
Hotel. The deputy minister of customs 
wrote that the arrangements had heen 
completed and a contract for the prem- 
ises had been entered into which was 
binding. or . 

This matter was referred to the com- 
mittee having the matter in charge for 
further action. 

i. R. FP, MeKitterick, of the Imp:crial 
Foundry, was admitted as a member of 
the board. 

Edmonton Will Get Draft Rates. 

The secretary of the Railway Commis- 
sion wrote that in future copies of pro- 
posed changes in freight rates, ete., 
would be forwarded to the Edmonton 
board. It was decided that the secretary 
be thanked for placing Edmonton upon 
the list. 

A, R. Lawrence wrote sugesting that 
the post office be urged to give an extra 
mail service in connection with the new 
tri-weekly midnight Edmonton-Ca!lgary 
train. The letter was laid on the table 
until it was ascertained whether this 
service would be made permanent. 

M. R. Jennings wrote asking that the 
board take up the matter of securing 
reduced rates for electric lights in illum- 
inated signs. He sugested that the mini- 
mum rate of 31-2 cents be given instead 
of the present minimum of 8 cents per 
kilowatt hour. 

Low Electric Light Rates. 

A. H. Dickens remarked that the elec- 
tric light rate in Edmonton was now 
among the cheapest in Canada, only sev- 
eral cities where they have water power 
being lower, 

A. T. Cushing said he did not think 
the board would be justified in endorsing 
this letter unless it were shown that 
there were a number of business men 
using those signs. 

The letter was filed. 

The secretary read the letter from the 
Secretary of the Associated Board . f 
Trade with reference to the annual con- 
vention to be held at Brandon. The re- 
solution of the Council of the Board 
that no represenatives be sent to the 
convention was read and endorsed. 

The President said much time and 
money was spent in attending the meet- 
ing at Saskatoon last year, Up to the 
present as far: the board knew the re- 
solutions had never been forwarded to 
the parties “ » wh .1 they were intended. 

“T took it upor myself last September 
to writ» the secr@tary about these resolu- 
tions us I wus delegate last year,” said 
Mr. McGeorge ‘and he replied that the 
matters bad mot been taken up as the 
printer was out of paper and the resolu- 

ns had nol yet been printed.”

J. E. Lundy wrote that he had inter- 
viewed the different city papers with re 
ference to publicity and they would be 
pleased to give space to items adve rtising 
the city of Edmonton,

local press,” remarked the secretary 
“but any information that may be hand. 
ed in can be used to good purpose ‘n 
outside papers, 

A. T. Cushing thought that probably 
the seeretary was underestimating the 
work done by the local press in advertis- 
ing the district. He would suggest that

a committee be appointed to handle mat- 
ters of thie kind im the local press. 
Committee to Supply Press. 

The president and the secretary were 
asked to nominate a committees to fur-

PROMISING CROPS IN 
ALBERTA AND ONTARIO 


Census and Statistics Department 
Issues Bulletin Showing That in 
Wheat and Oat Seeding These Two 
Provinces Lead the Dominion— 
Conditions Best Also. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 10.—The 
and Statistics office has issued tis 
iMiay bulletin on the condition of 
crops and live stock for Canada. Re- 
ports made at the end of April show 
that good progress had been made 
with spring seeding in Ontario, and 
the western provinces, but that in 
Quebee and the Maritime provinces 
little more than a beginring had been 
made, Ontario and Alberta are in the 
lead with spring wheat and oats, the | 
former with 89.34 percent of spring 
wheat and 74.74 percent of oats in the 
ground, and the latter with 97.60 of 
wheat and 53.13 of oats, Ontario had 
also 72.94 percent of barley seeded, 
and Alberta only 39.17 percent. 

Records of Other Provinces. 

Manitoba and Saskatchewan did 
nearly equal proportions of wheat, 
the former with 90.68 percent and the 
latter with 92.60 percent, but both 
were slow with oats and barley. Brit- 
ish Columbia had a showing of 78.33 
for spring wheat sown, of 81.66 for 
oats and 39.17 for barley. 

Ontario and Alberta are the only 
provinces with a substantial showing | 
of fall wheat and whilst in the first 
named conditions at the end of April 
was 95.47 percent, in the second t 
was only 81.66 percent. Alberta aiso 
showed a considerable loss by winter 
killing and drought, the proportion of 
the areas sown being 22.46 percent as 
compared with 6.42,percentin Ontario 

In British Columbia the loss by win- 
ter killing was five percent of the 
area sown and the condition at the 
end of April was 100. 

Hay Sufferec Little. 

Hay and clover meadows suffered by

ada, assisted by His Majesty's privy 
council for Canada, and with their 
hearty and zealous conscience, do) 
therefore thereby publish and_ pro- 
claim that the high and mighty Prince 
George, Prince of Wales, is now by 
the death of our late sovereign of 
happy and glorious memory, become 
our only lawful and rightful liege lord, 
George, by the grace of God, Ring of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland and the British dominions
